4 From the highest to the lowest, the officers 
should promptly attend to the representations made by 
those who are offering their services to the nation aod the 
cases of Government servants who have volunteered for 
National service must be expeditiously disposed of The 
importance of this cannot be over emphasised as the m- 
difference of the authorities m such matters is bound to 
dampen the entausiasm of those who have galiintly come 
forvvard to serve the Nation 

5 Even m villages the youth should be trained to 
become disciplined and the singing of National Anthem 
everywhere should be made compulsorv at the meetings 
organised for this purpose 

6 To step up agricultural production m this piemiet 
agricultural state jfinancial aid and credit faciliti^ should 
lie offered forthwith to the cultivators The funds for this 
purpose could be raised by suspending prohibition for the 
duration of emergency m the dry districts of the state 
The ill effects that might stem from this could be mini- 
mised by tightenmg up the police administration so as to

I am sure that the press will rise to the occasion and act 
patriotically I am against press censorship even m emer- 
gency but the Government has the duty of making the 
voice m the prebs as effective as possible m this hour of 
emergency and make it speak on National issues 

Sir, there is a loose talk now that the leadership of 
the State is ou trial, I do not associate m>self with it 
I am a member of the several committees formed by the 
Chief Minister m connection with the mobihsation of 
resources for the war effort systematically and no State 
could have done better Time is the only factor and 
I have got every confidence that the Chief Mm ster would 
rise to the occasion and use the powers vested m him to 
step up war effort 

Lastly, Sir, I take this opportuiity to mentioa about 
U D F This was the first paity in the political parties 
of the State which responded to the call of the Nation 
I remember as soon as the news of the Chinese aggression 
was heard, we were the first to announce our resolution 
to go ahead with our war efforts and our membeis have 
contiibuted much m that direction I may mention here

U D F. and they have wholeheartedly offered their 
msitm m support oC the war effort 
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Srimatih Kunvidim Devi [Wanparthv - Mr Speaker, 

Sir, we havs been hearing in the pist two days 
speeches expressing our resoluteness and determma- 
tion to drive the invader out of our country That we 
have been caught unawares, surprised and overwhelmed 
by an unscrupulous enemy whom until recently we looked 
upon as a good friend and good neighbour, demonstrates 
unequivocally that we had neither the desire to carry on 
an expansionist policy or to offend or provoke him m aay 
way If this is the fate of nations who mtensely desire 
peace, want to live m peace and apply peaceful methods 
m solving disputes, then certamly it is a dark day for the 
Asian countiiesand the world at large. Morality, good 
sense and decency have been the first casualties m the 
attack on our country To add msult to injury^ the untru- 
ths, half truths and if I may use a stronger word, lies 
that have been emanating from the Chinese Government 
have tried to create confusion and chaos Our fnendsare 
bewildered They, like us, with their peaceful objectives 
and non-ahgned policy are thinking m terms similar to 
what we were thinking before October 20th and naturally 
they cannot brmg thonselves to impute an ev»i 
motive to the Chinese Goveromeut and cannot l^ithim 
their unscrupuiomness, treachery and tndceiy Tlicy 
thmk-why is India fitting for a few miles of barren 
territory on which not a blade of grass grows^ Is it worth- 
while shedding so much blood^ Can there not be reasonable 
terms upon which the matter can be settled^ If this is the 
line of thinking, can we blame them*^ For onethmg, we 
ourselves looked upon this method for years rather com- 
placently and our leaders were persuaded at that time m 
their infinite belief m the goodness of nations to think 
like that, not to resort to arms It is the way of thinking, 
Mr Speaker, that ultimately determines our actions Our 
fnends, therefore, must be made aware, as indeed our 
Government has now attempted to by sending emissaries 
at the ministerial level to go hither and thither, to the 
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east, to the west and to the south, and indeed 
we hope to the north also to make them reahse in 
the same way we have ultimately reahsed^ that the game 
the Chinese are playing is not an innocent one, brought 
about by provocatnn or a realisation of danger to its 
security 

In the annals of this country, there has never been a 
time as far back as you can look, even m ten thousand 
years, when we have risen as one man to challenge any 
onslaught on the territorial mtegrity of even the remotest 
comer of our country The warfares in the past were not 
warfares of the Nation as a whole, but of alliances with 
the potentate^, ruling small territories opposed bv others 
m the same land and each time facilitating the conquest 
of the country Even the epic war of Mahabharata was 
only between uval tribal chieftains Even m the days 
when there was consolidation of power under an emperor 
or a king, it was never a hold on the masses, but only 
over feudatory chiefs paying tribute When the British 
consolidated power, it was the first time we had the 
making of one Government effective over the geographi- 
cal unity ot India, despite the fact that there were 
neaily 300 native States Whatever divided loyalties we 
had m tlie war they won with our soldiers, after their 
departure we have consolidated the entire country as one 
unit and pulsated as a Nation with all sensitivity to the 
turmoils and catastrophies that might have occurred in 
any part of the country 

Sir, you must pardon me for having digressed, bui 
^n a solemn occasion such as this when we are dedicating 
ourselYes to the service of the country, you wiJl bear 
w^ mtfof recalling smnethmg of our pa^h story to 
^^^tan^t tha goqd fortune of the presant and the adimn- 
li^ mkmh ^mm^ mXmm e^#^ and ^hidi we m all our

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Every citizen is anxious to hear and be taW what it 
IS that he should do to contribute to the defence of his 
country A spontaneous outburst of indignation, the 
desire to cast their mite in the coffers of the Defence 
Fund, the long queues that wait before the recruiting 
offices and the number of other jobs which they are only 
waiting to do, if ordered and directed, throws a heavy 
responsibility upon the leaders of the people, for, they 
must now contrive, invent and formulate clear and 
cogent instructions and directions which can be easily 
tollov/ed by everyone Nothing we do should confuse 
them We must phase our policy and strive for its achi* 
evement There is no time to lose and the matter must be 
given the utmost priority People must be made to feel 
the emeigency 

Speaking as a woman, it behoves me to say that we, 
women, have a special part to play The number of things 
that women can do -the sympathy we can bestow upoa 
the m^k and the injured, the service as nurses and the 
am^nitj^ which we can provide m the shape of woolen 
ciothujg and food parcels and the sohcitude and care we 
can bestow upon the famihes of our wamois who tie 
doing battle and to care for their children^ their tdiicatton 
and their wants - are some of the liuties which we have to 
perform Apart from this, Mr Speaker, we more than 
anyone else art called upon to maintain a silent fortitude
